Forney was the Democratic caucus 
nominee, by tf-e personal request of 
President Buchanan, and no one at the 
time dreamed that there was any 
doubt about h:s election. Cameron, 
after havirg been a Democrat, a Fn- 
sionist, again a Democrat and later a 
Kiow-Nothing, had now become a Rc- 
pablicao, raving been one of the Rs- 
pnblican candidates for elector on the 
Fremont and Dayton ticket in 1516 
He still wanted to be senator, but his 
disreputable 
business aad political 


record failed to commend him to the 
new party which he had j lined and 
which was composed chiefly of men of p'ril 
honor, principle and conscience. His 
rame was proposed in the Republican 
caucus for the senitorshio, but wai 
not seriously considered until S:ate 
Senator Penr--se assured the caucus 
that Cameron c:uld commaid three 
Democratic votes if he was certain cf a 
solid Republican vote. A confidential 
committee v as sppointed to ascertain 
the truth cf this statement, and re- 
ported that it had an apparent fcundr,- 
tion. Tne caucus then decided to vote 
on the first ballot for Cameron for 
United States senator, and await re- 
sults.

Justice John Dean Dead. 


Hon, John Dean, a j-s'.ice of the su- 


preme court of P^ansylvmis, died at 
MB 1'ome in Hollidaysbtr^at 7:50 p. m., 
May 2r», The ead csm3 peacefully ia 
tho presence of all the members cf his 
family. 


Three -s-eeks before his death Justice 


Dc-an suffered a slight stroke nf paraly- 
sis, su3pos"d to bs the result cf over- 
work. He left hie apartments in Phil- 
adelphia and returned to his home in 
Hollida- sbur£. For a few days after 
his return home his condition seemed 
to improve, when suddenly pneumonia, 
with other complications, set in. At 
2 o'clock in the morning the judge 
became unconscious and rema'ned in 
that condition until he died. 


John D;ai was born in. Williams- 


burg, Blair county, February 15, 1835. 
His arcjstors came to America about 
17G4 and settled in Huntingdon county. 
He received his education in the com- 
mon schools and at the Williamsburg 
academy and also spent some time at 
Washington college. He taught school 
at Willi&msburg and Hollidaysbnrg, 
and read law with James M. Bell and 
D. H. Hoffens, of Hollidaysburg. 
Ia 


May, 1857, he was elected snparintend- 
entof the public schools of Blair coun- 
ty, resigning in 1850, to form a law 
partnership with Congressman Samuel 
S. Blair. Ia Ojtober, 1367, he »as ap- 
pointed district attorney to fill a va- 
cancy. 
The year following he was 


elected to thecfiice. At the expiration 
of his term he was nominated aad 
elected by the Republicans as presi- 
dent judge of the twenty-fourth judi- 
cial district, 
comprising 
Hunting- 


don, Blair and Cambria counties. At 
the end of his term he was the unani- 
mcus cho:03 of the three counties for 
re-election and was elected for another 
term of ten years. 


In 1S91 Judge D;an was again the 


nominee of the R?publioa 
party, 


being endorsed by the Democratic or- 
ganization, and again elected for ten 
vta-s. In 1S92 Judge Si'ai M. Clarke, 
one of the justices of the supreme 
court, died, and ia recognition of his 
eminent abilit? Judge Dean was nomi- 
nated by the Republican state conven- 
tion in April, 
and was elected 


over his Democratic competitor to the 
position which he held until his death.

Over the 
graves of a million of the brave and 
true the people of America meet to- 
day to scatter flowers. In every city, 
in every hamlet and in every peaceful 
cemetery the young and the old 
gather to pay tribute to the men who 
fought the good fight; who battled for 
union and liberty and who have en- 
tered into their reward, hearing all 
the world say, "Well done, thou good 
and faithful servants." 


As year after year I have the honor 


of addressing such gatherings as this, 
I cannot help reflecting sadly on the 
rapidlj diminishing number of the 
survivors of the great conflict. Each 
annivena-y the number of the vet- 
erans teeomes less in comparison 
with the number of the young, tht 
hopeful, aid the aspiring who crowd 
around them. 
They stand, like the 


solitary pines of the forest, lifting 
their scarred and 
wounded 
forme 


amidst the fresh and youthful verdure. 
Bnt old and broken as many of them 
are, I know no men in the world more 
revered, more worthy of respect and 
more entitled to honor. When I meet 
an old soldier In the street I feel like 
taking off my hat and bowing in 
lowly obeisance before him. 


His brass buttons and his old blue 


coat are synonyms of bravery, devo- 
tion and patriotism. 


For never should it be forgotten that 


the great popular uprising of 1661 was 
actuated by the noblest feelings of 
humanity. It made no material dif 
ferencetotbe welfare of the farmers, 
the miners and the workers of the 
north whether the south seceded or 
not. Their mines, their farms and 
their factories would have continued 
to support them in pretty good shape 
even lit slavery had dissevered the 
country. Bnt the great he art of th' 
American people was to be no longer 
restrained by such considerations >B 
this. The fligcf the Union—t bat flag 
for which our fathers of an earlier 
time had fought, and bled, and died; 
which with Its golden stars and crim- 
son bars hsd beea flung upon the 
breeze amidst the smoke aad carnage 
of the revolution; whieh waved in en- 
couraging glory over the ice blocks of 
the Delaware on that fearful midnight 
crossing of Washington and his army; 
which was the last sight that cheered 
the dying eyes of the starving heroes 
at Valley Forge; which waved in 
splendor over the conquered legions of 
they trattt king at Yorktown; which 
brave old Jackson flaunted in the face 
of the conquerors of Napoleon at New 
Orleans; 
which men like Ciptain 


Lawrence, wounded and dying on the 
riddled Chesapeake, but still crying 
out with his last faint breath, "JDon't 
give up the ship," and like Perry, send- 
ing from the waters of Like Erie the 
inspiring message, "We have met the 
enemy and they are oiira;" which men 
like these hsd consecrated with their 
blood; that flag of our country waved 
overSumter and the southerners had 
fir 3d upon it! 


The first shot sent at that piece of 


bunting in Charleston Bay may be 
considered the real came of the war. 
With rash confidence the idle southern 
aristocracy had indulged in tie belief 
that "the Yankee peddlers," as they 
called us northerners, who worked for 
our living, would not fight. But they 
counted without their host. They dis- 
covered to their cost that fond of 
money as we in the north may be, 
there waa something we loved better 
itilL Hen were found by the hundred 
thousand who were ready to die for 
the Union and the fhg. 


All through the north the 


flaw. Snmter is fallen! These were 
words which the astonished people 
repeated with white lips; these were 
the words which thrilled every heart; 
these were the words that seemed to 
fall like a thunderbolt on the clear 
spring air. 


"Up from the south the wild news came, 
Breathing of carnage and war and flame." 
• But the people were not dismayed. 
They rose to the occasion. The great

true-hearted American, whom they had 
chcsjn, and whom God had chosen as 
He had Hoses of old to lead His people 
out of bondage, issued His call for 
troops and the loyal citizens responded 
with an alacrity, a devotion and an en- 
thusiasm never surpassed in the his- 
tory of the wcr'd. From the farm aad 
the workshop, from the field and' the 
mine, from the college and the forge, 
from the luxurious homei of wealth 
and from the humble cots of the poor 
came the brave boys ia blue. The sgei 
father blessed with trembling hands 
his son who hai enlisted in the holy 
cause. 
The poor old mother with 


tsarful eyes and many sobs bade the 
staff of her old age go forth and bat- 
tle for his country. The fair maiden, 
her eyes bedlmmed with tears and her 
heart contracted with pain, encouraged 
her lover to leave her and die for the 
flag. 


It was a time tia; tried men's souls. 


The whole people 
were lifted up, 


There were days when men and women 
dreided the postman as the messenger 
of evil tidings. There were days whea 
sorrow came to every household and 
the death angel sat a1, every table. 


[ There were days when every heart.wa 
strained with fear and every eye wa 
clouded with tears and sufferiag. Bu 
through all the disasters, dangers an 
defeats; through all the treachery o 
traitors; through all the robberies o 
army contractors; through all the pec 
illations of spoilsmen,the people,than! 
Godl never wavered. 
They wer 


always Iiithful to the Union and th 
flag. 


As I stand here today I seem to see 


"as through a glass darkly," the inci 
dents of the great war. Sumter i 
fired on; the volunteers rush to tb 
field; the battles begin; the thousand 
fall; the hospitals are crowded with 
the wounded and the dying; the coun 
try is filled with sorrow. Inch by inch 
the south yields; on and on sweep the 
resistless armies of the nortb; Paters 
burg falls; Richmond is evacuated; th< 
Union is reunited and the slave is free 


The victory was gained. The cost 


in blood and treasure had beea awful 
but the result waa worth it all. Seces- 
sion has been forever buried in the 
graves of the three hundred thousaac 
brave men who died that we might 
live Americans. For they did not die 
in vain. They are dead; but the Union 
lives. Recent events have shown that 
whera the republic is involved there is 
no longer any north,south,east or west. 
Since the Spanish war "the old flag 
shines like a barrel full of morning 
starsj" for the man 
from Gaorgia 


fought side by side with the man from 
Pennsylvania; the fire-eating cowboy 
frcm Texas marched shoulder to shoul- 
der with the bean-sating man from 
Maine; and their leaders were the brave 
General Miles, of Massachusetts; the 
brave General Brooke,of Pennsylvania; 
HID brave Gen, Joe Wheeler, of A'a- 
bams.and the brave Gen. Fit z'mgh Lee, 
of Virginia At last we can Bay, as never 
before, that we are no longer "New 
Englanders, New Yorkers, Pannsylva- 
nians, or Virginians, but Americans;" 
first, last and,thank God! all the time! 


And all this we owe to the brave 


men whcse memory we honor today. 
It has been well said that ''the only 
national debt we can never pay is the 
debt we owe to the victorious Union 
soldiers." And, indeed, we never can 
Whea one thinks of the two million 
brave fellows who risked their lives for 
a glorious principle, and of the two 
hundred thousand who sleep in the far 
south, his eyes BU, and his heart 
swells, and he realizes that there is 
still in this rag-fair of a world some- 
thing worth living for and dying for. 
The brave Union soldiers! Whea can 
their glory fade? Whea cai the world 
forget how cheerfully they endured 
the hardships of war; how gallantly 
they fought; how bravely they died? 


Our army was composed of men who 


were at once good citizjns aad brave 
soldiers. As Lincoln truly said,"There 
»as not a regiment in the Union ar- 
mies during the war which did not con- 
tain men capable of running all depart- 
ments of the government—executive, 
legislative and judicial." But, ia spite 
of the well-founded conviction, which, 
like every Americaa boy, each private 
had, that so long as he lived there 
would never lack a suitable candidate 
for president, the northern soldier was 
distinguished for his obedience, his at- 
tention to discipline and his perfect 
willingness to follow his leaders into 
the very jaws of death. Sheridaa once 
told a fatally wounded man to get up 
and charge. The maa actually arose, 
stfggered forward a few paces, and 
fell dead close to his beloved command- 
er. 


"I feel proud," wrote cur greatest 


general, "to command euch men;" and 
he had reason to feel proud; for our 
army was the only large a-my the 
World has ever seen where each man 
was fighting, not for money, for spoils, 
or even as the rebels were fighting, for 
his home and his human property, but 
solely for principle. The spirit that 
animated the volunteers was well pic- 
tured ia Mrs. Howe's inspirirg lyric, 
which the soldiers used to sing as 
they marched past Honest Old Ab;,who 
listened with the tears pouring down 
his furrowed cheeks. You all know 
the words: 
"Ia the beauty of the lilies Chriat was born 
across the sea, 


With a glory in Ills boaoui that transfig- 
ures you and me; 


As He died to make men holy, let us die to 
make men free, 


And God is marching on." 


Our army was in the noblest sense 


o! the word an army of freeman. And 
on the bloody field of Antietam; on the 
gory heights of Shiloh; up the walls of 
Vicksburg, slippery with a sanguinary 
stream; dying in the beautiful fields of 
Gattysbu^g; wasting away in the mias 
matic swamps of the Wilderness; and 
finally snatching a glorious victory on 
the plains of Appomattox; they foughl 
like those into whose nostrils the God 
of.nations had breathed the sacred fire 
of liberty. 


Their commanders were men of the 


game kind; and so long as Fame keeps 
a record of those who fought for their 
country, the names of MeClellan, work 
ing away without reward in a grea 
causr; of Logan,

lation's head in Washington to the 
'Sgged tramp who begs a nickel in tre 
treat to save him from starvation. S 
ar no master mind has appeared capa- 
le of grasping in its entirety, the 


whole of the vait interests involved in 
his great question. A gnat Life Ia- 
nrance company has for weeks been 
mgaged in a life and death struggle, 
which, when it ends in victory or de- 
eat, we might let pass unnoticed, if it 
were not for the mighty interesls in- 
volved. The qiestions to be sett'ed 
are great and lar reaching; a few men 
claim the special guardianship of flve 
mndred m.llions of dollars. Is there 
a human being whose virtue can res'st 
the temp'.auons of such a mac? The 
question which presents itself is this: 
Ian any man's services for any purpcse 
whatever be worth one hundred thous- 
and dollars per annum? Failing to 
flad an umpire to set'.le tbis absorbing 
question, both parties turn to the pret- 
dent of the U jited S ;ate* aad ask him 
to act as umpire.

bly of all the people which met 


nee a year or of tener. All laws were 
ropcsed, diccu'sed and passed by 
hit assembly. Each citizen had a voice 
nd vote and the folk-mote was a pure 
emocracy. 
This system ol popular 


government was transplanted In Eng- 
and. The English township correa- 
jonded to the mark, and each town' 
hip had its popular aasemly, or folk' 
mote, 
through 
which the 
people 


governed themselves directly. 


la the course of time, the liberties 


>f the English, townships were en- 
rosched npon, but when the Pilgrim 
athers arrived in. the naw world, 
hey re-eetahliihed township govern' 
ment in its purity under the name o: 
own meeting. 
In New England, the township was 
he political unit. The people elected 
no lawmakers. They came together 


their town meetings and made 


heir own laws. 
Each town was a 


ittle republic. Popular sovereignty 
was not merely a theory, It v as a 
act. The power to make laws was 
not delegated, as now, to a few. In 
New England, the town council in 
eluded all the citizens and each man 
tad a vote on the laws he was expected 
to obey. 


MOST COMPLETE DEMOCRACY ON BABTH 


John Fiske declared the New Bog 


.and town meeting to te "the mos 
complete democracy in the world" am 
"the beet political training school i; 
existence." Thomas Jefferson said 1 
was "the wisest invention ever dc 
vised by the wit of man for the perfec 
exercise of self-government, aad fo 
Its preservation." 


In the course of time, these town 


elected delegates to a general asaem 
bly, but, unlike our present state rep 
reientatives, these delegates were un 
der the direct control of their const! 
uents. We petition our represents 
tives. They instructed theirs. Speak 
ing tor the town meeting of Boston, i 
1764, Samuel Adams delivered an ac 
dress to the newly elected delegates t 
the Hatsachusatts legislature, inform 
ing them that the townsmen "have de 
egated to you the power of acting 1 
their public concerns in general 
your own prudence shall direct you 
always reserving to themselves th 
constitutional right of expre' sing the 
mind and giving yon such instructio 
upon particular matters as they at an 
time shall judge proper." 


Obviously, however, the town mee 


ing was destined to disappear as popu 
lation increased and voters became ta 
numerous to be assembled in a legisla- 
tive body. Thus direct legislation "b 
the people gave way to the presen 
representative system. Now the que 
tlon is how to revive and adapt to th 
changed conditions the virtues of th 
old town a eating. 


THE PBOBLESI SOLVED. 


Unquestionably, the initiative an 


referendum does this, 
Tbe state 


Oregon baa solved the problem. 
titiou of five per cent, of the voters 
sufficient to force a popular referen 
dnm upon any act of the legislature. 


A petition of eight par cent, is sup 


cient to propose a new measure and 
a majority of the people vote for it, th 
measure is law. Thus the people 
Oregon have the power to veto tha ac 
of their representatives and, also, i 
pass laws independently of their re 
resentatives. They have as much con 
trol over their public servants as th 
New England town meetings. Mor 
over, the Oregon plan is an improv 
ment on the other. The people 
Oregon do not attempt to make law 
in an emotional or unwieldy ma 
meeting. They secure the right 
vote npon any measure by petition 
Then they may discuss it in their clu 
and homes and read abcut it in the 
paperi and go to the polls and TO 
with deliberation. 


The phenrmanal progress of th 


principle of direct legislation by th 
initiative and referendum is the me 
hopeful sign o! the times.
